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Safety Co nrt 
Jndge Speaks 
To Lio ns Clnb 


The Palatine Lions club and their 
friends, 
together 
with 
several 
guests from the Arlington Heights 
and Lake View' Lions clubs heard 
Judge Gorman of the Safety Court, 
at a meeting Thursday evening, tell 
of the terrible toll taken annually 
by violators of the traffic laws. A 
greater loss of life from traffic ac­ 
cidents than from all the wars the 
United States has ever engaged in 
during over 150 years, was 
one 
startling fact brought out by Judge 
Gorman. 
Thousands of people killed, other 
thousands maimed and made u.se- 
less for life. Homes and happiness 
w'lecked by careless drivers who 
take a greater toll than w'ar, such 
w'as the shocking story given by a 
man w'ho, day after day and w'eek 
after week, sees the w'recks of life 
and happiness parade before him 
in the Safety Court. 
Judge Gorman spoke with a 
great deal of feeling and with a 
firm conviction that the drivers li­ 
cense law' would help to cure many 
of the traffic ills which beset the 
public today. 
It isn’t gangsters tearing around 
the country in their swift automo­ 
biles that cause the deaths and in­ 
juries that pile up day after day. 
The gangster obeys the traffic law' 
to the letter, points out Judge Gor­ 
man, for being picked up for a 
minor traffic violation might lead 
to the gangsters being 
identified 
and held on a more serious charge. 
This has happened many times and 
gangland is now' among the safest 
drivers on the road. 
On the contrary Judge Gorman 
pointed out that many people who 
are very careful to obey every oth­ 
er law' and are perfect gentlemen 
in every other w'ulk of life, lose all 
courtesy consideration, thoughtful­ 
ness and manners when they get 
behind the w heel of an automobile. 
And it is this carelessness that 
costs the lives of their fellow' citi­ 
zens. 
The Judge told of the broken 
homes and wrecked happiness of 
thousands of homes because of the 
careless killing or permanent in­ 
jury caused by a reckless driver. 
Physical handicaps are to blame 
for many auto accidents. Examin­ 
ation has proved that there are 
men driving cars who arc paralyzed 
in arm, leg or both^ others that 
are color blind and cannot read the 
traffic lights. Two out of every five 
are color blind, tests have-revealed, 
still others have been 
found to 
have the mentality of children of 
six years old and who are utterly 
incompetent to use enough mental 
machinery to properly drive an 
auto. 
All of these defects would be 
found if every driver had to be 
q ualified for a drivers license. The 
drive against reckless driving and 
the handing out of jail sentences 
has reduced Iraftic violations some- 
w'hat but still more stringent regu­ 
lations are necessary. 
The most 
appalling thing to Judge (iorman 
was the fact that 8 0 per cent of the 
reckless drivers who appeared be­ 
fore him for causing a serious in­ 
jury to some child, had children of 
their own at home, aiul yet they 
showed no sign of compassion or 
sympathy for the young life which 
they had wrecked. 
Eighty-five per cent of the per- 
.scns causing ae.eidents carry no in­ 
surance and have no responsibility 
and there is no relief in the pay­ 
ment of doctors bills, hospital bills 
or in damages for those w'ho are , 
injured. The utter lack of the de­ 
sire of a motorist to apply the gold­ 
en rule in the handling of his au- 
t(;inobilc, as the same motorist ap­ 
plies it in all other walks of life 
was held by Judge Gorman to be 
the cause of the carnage of death 
and injury due to traffic violations. 
Judge Goiinan closed his thrill­ 
ing address with a plea for the 
di ivei's iicense law in Illinois w hich 
has been held up apparently by a 
dispute between departments as to 
who is to liandle the enforcement 
of the law. 
.\11 present Thursday evening 
voiced their hearty approval of 
Judge Goinian’s speech and every 
motorist ’here left that meeting 
resolved tu he a more careful driver 
regardless of how careful a one he 
may have been.

Chas. F. Grandt, supervisor of 
Wheeling township has received 
word that able bodied men who re­ 
ceive relief money from the town­ 
ship’s 30c relief levy, can be asked 
to give labor in 
return lor such 
checks. Such labor, however, must 
be performed upon public w’ork or 
improvements, but the same can be 
performed under the direction of 
any village, school district or other 
public taxing body. The rate of pay 
lor such work is discretionary with 
the supervisor. 
.This means that men who receive 
their relief money from tax money 
for which the township has been 
directly taxed, can be req uired to 
give labor for such money. The 
rate of pay is not dependant upon 
the rate provided for under the 
WPA, can be more or less. 
Mr. Grandt believes that there 
are many men not employed under 
the WPA projects who would be 
glad of the opportunity to earn sal­ 
aries in place of receiving direct re­ 
lief. He also believes that there 
are various taxing bodies w'ithin 
the tow'nship who could profitably 
use such labor. 
“All tax payers,”
